Calif, April 12—(I. N. S.)—After 
leading a squadron of nineteen ar- 
my pursuit planes into a new alti- 
tude mark for unit flying, Capt. 
Hugh M. Elmendorf, flight com- 
mander, today was forced to dive 
more than two miles from a record 
height of 33,000 feet in order to 
save his own life. He was un- 
harmed 


HUB oxygen hose slipped from his 
mouth, and as this happened the 
daring aviator immediately became 
dizzy in the thinning air where the 
temperature was 40 degrees below 
zero and he sent his ship into the 
wild dive so as not to lose con- 
sciousness. 
For 13000 feet he kepfc racing 


downward until he was able to 
breathe normally and clear his 
head. 
The flight, aimed to test an al- 
titude at which future aerial wars 
will be fought, established two un- 
official records. 
The fliers, all picked men of the 
ninety-fifth pursuit squadron from 
Rockwell field, San Diego, flew to- 
gether in formation as high as 25,- 
000 feet, the highest 
mark ever 
achieved. 
Others Soar 30,000 Feet. 
Captain Elmendorf himself went 
to 33,000 feet, according to his alti- 
meter, while other pilots soared 
around 30,000 feet. 
The previous official mark is 31,- 


000 feet. 
The planes took off from the field 
here at a given signal and followed 
the lead of Captain Elmendorf 
steadily upward to 25,000 without 
the slightest difficulty.

Of this number, twenty-seven de- 
fendants had pleaded guilty to the 
conspiracy charge. Eight had been 
convicted in one of the most ex- 
tended federal court trials ever held 
in Oklahoma. 
Judge Vaught assessed heavy 
penalties against those who were 
convicted. Frank Fox, former sher- 
iff was sentenced to two years and 
fined $1,000. J. W. "Smokey" Mot- 
senbacher, the alleged alcohol baron 
of the liquor "line," was gwCn a 
similar sentence. John Baugh and 
Barney Lovette were sentenced to 
eighteen months and fined $500. 
The four others were sentenced to 
eighteen months. They were Roy 
Booth, Virgil Church, Bill Collier 
and Bob Keyes. 
The sentences were passed after

! exact definition of a factory, it does 
set forth clearly what is and what 
is not. so far as the current manu- 
facturers census is concerned. 


In general, the manufacturers' 
census is confined to establishments 
conducted under the so-called fac- 
tory system, as distinguished from 
the neighborhood, hand and build- 
ing industries. 


Annual Output $5,000. 


To be covered by the census, a 
manufacturing establishment must 
have an annual output valued at 
$5.000 or more. Places doing strict- 
ly custom work to individual order 
on wearing apparel arc not fac- 
tories, it is explained, yet establish- 
ments making the same class of 
article for the general trade are fac- 
tories. On the other hand retail 
stores and other places which inci- 
dentally make small quantities of 
goods for sale are not factories, 
while establishments engaged pri- 
marily in making these same prod- 
ucts lor the general trade are fac- 
tories.

A-ith the intention of be- 
ing in Chicago Thursday night so 
that he could attend a conference 
fridayto discuss plans lor the pro- 
posed New York to London flight. 


After niaking a stop at Ann Arbor 


for gasoline and taking off again 
presumably to fly across Lake Mich- 
igan for Chicago, no trace of Skel-> 
ton or his plane has been found. 


Aerial Search in Vain. 


In addition to the many mail 


planes flying the Detroit-Chicago 
route ordered i be on the lookout 
for Skelton, four planes made a de- 
termined search today over Lake 
Michian, the sand dunes on its 
shore line and the territory between 
Ann Arbor and the lake. They re- 
turned to their home airports late 
this afternoon with no fruitful news 
to report. 


Two of the searching planes were 


flown by C' fford Condit, chief pilot 
of the Pal-Waukee field here, and 
Morrow Krum, a private pilot, both 
iriends of the missing airman. They 
•were joined by the Sikorsky sea- 
plaiie of Charles K. Walgreen, mil- 
lionaire druggist, piloted by Karl 
Vickery, and 
the plane of Paul 


Meng, operations manager of the 
Sky Harbor field here. 


Condit and Krum flew to Nlles, 


Mich., without success. Krum then 
skirted the shoreline of the lake 
and Condit flew on to Ann Arbor, 
also in vain. The Walgreen plane 
flew over the lake and returned, its 
search fruitless. 


Suspect Leaky Gas Tank. 


It was learned today that Skel- 


ton's plane may have had a leaky 
gas tank which with the heavy fog 
Thursday may have resulted m run- 
ning out of gas and becoming lost 
over the lake. Miss Betty Cook, 
daughter of Raymond C. Cook of 
Evanston, said that Meng had told 
her of the leaky tank. Skelton was 
to have attended a party with Miss 
Cook Thursday evening. 


Prank B. Andrews, a broker, who 


with Melvin Swanson, sales man- 
ager of a publishing company, was 
a passenger on Skelton's plane on 
the trip to Detroit, expressed the 
f e a r that Skelton's ship, not 
equipped for over-water flying, was 
forced down and sanfc. 
"We went all over the Indiana 


dunes, all the way to Ann Arbor 
and back again without finding a 
trace of Skelton or his plane," 
Krum reported after his return here 
from a four-hour search. 


-If Skelton had beer forced down 


on land we would have seen the 
plane. All indications are that he 
tried to fly over the lake. If he did 
and hit the water, it was curtains.

agreement, provided 


the following: 
Scrapping of the United States 


battleships Florida and Utah, built 
in 1911, retention of the Arkansas 
or Wyoming, both of 26,000 tons and 
built in ' 1912, for training pur- 
poses. 


Scrapping of the British battle- 


ships Marlborough, The Emperor of 
India and Benbow, all of 25,000 tons 
and built in 1914, and the battle 
cruiser Tiger, of 28,000 tons, built 
in 1914, retention of the battleship 
Iron Duke, of 25,000 tons, and built 
in 1914, for training purposes. 


Retention of the Japanese battle- 


cruiser Hiysi, of 27,500 tons and 
built in 1914, for training purposes. 


Such a plan of scrapping would 


achieve the previously announced 
formula 
of fifteen capital ships 


eacn ior the United States and 
Great Britain and nine for Japan. 


Must Be Unfit In Year. 


In stipulating that the United 


States should scrap the Florida and 
Utah, the report specified that the 
ships must be rendered unfit for 
warlike service wthin twelve months 
after ratification of the five power 
treaty, which the delegates hope to 
have ready for signature by next 
Thursday. Thp first ship would be 
finally scrapped within twenty-four 
months after ratification. The oth- 
er ship would be rendered unfit 
withn eighteen months, and finally 
scrapped within thirty months. 
It was learned that the American 


delegates were inclined to favor a 
Japanese request for recognition of 
the principle that 15 per cent trans- 
fer might be made either from light 
cruiser to destroyer categories or 
from, destroyer to light cruiser cate- 
gories The Japanese stpulated that 
they would not exercise the rigjit of 
such -transfer 'during the life of the 
treaty (until 1936) but they wanted 
the principle on record. 


Flylnp Decks Limited. 
The first committee also reached 


an agreement on a definite classifi- 
cation of aircraft carriers, agreeing 
that none of the present battle 
fleets of the three powers would be 
modernized so that the shps could 
receive planes 
They also decided 


against flying decks on more than 
25 per cent of the cruiser tonnage.

railway commission's annual report 
for 
19M will cost approximately 


$1,800, or about $1.35 a copy, under 
a contract awarded Saturday by 
the state purchasing agent to the 
American Printing Co. of Lincoln 
at $1.80 a page. There were live 
bidders in all, whose proposals 
ranged from that figure up to $3.83 
a page. 
Half of the edition, or 375 copies, 


will be published with cloth bind- 
ing, and the other 375 in paper. 
The report will contain about 600 
pages. 
Monday, Purchasing Agent Yoder 


will receive figures from dealers 
for furnishing this year's supply 
of tires to be used en state-owned 
automobiles, tractors and trucks for 
all departments. The contract will 
total in the neighborhood of $20,- 
000. Ninety-five per cent of the 
tires to be purchased are of the 
solid rubber variety for iractor 
wheels. Some of these are very 
heavy and cost upwards of $75 
each. 
The board of control buys tires 


for institutional use through the 
state purchasing agent, and its 
needs are included in the above 
figures. 
Eight or ten carloads of the lum- 
ber for constructing bridges on 
state highways will be bought later 
in the week.

Oil Qusher 


Described 


By Corrick 


Lincoln Man Also Tells 


Of Visiting Former 
Nebraska Educator. 


Frank P. Corrick of Lincoln saw 


the huge Oklahoma City oil and gas 
gusher, Mary Sudik, do its stuff a 
week ago, shortly before a force ol 
workmen finally succeeded In tam- 
ing it down. Mr. Corrick and Percy 
Mays of Ashland stopped there while 
enroute by auto 
from 
Lincoln 
through Kansas and Oklahoma to 
Wichita Falls. Tex. They took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to get a 
good look at the widely-advertised 
petroleum volcano. 
"We were in Oklahoma City on 
Sunday mornmg, while 'Wild Mary' 
was still spouting oil and gas high 
into the air," Mr. Corrick 
said. 
"This well is 6,400 feet deep—near- 
ly a mile and a quarter from top 
to bottom—and was estimated to be 
shooting oil at the rate of 2,000 bar- 
rels per hour, out of which 1,500 
barrels was saved to the owners, 
the remainder being carried away 
by the wind and deposited all over 
the surrounding country. The esti- 
mated value of the flow was $2,000 
each hour. 
"When this well blew in twenty 


joints of drill pipe were blown out 
and everything in the line of pro- 
duction shut down within a 
mile 
with an estimated cost to the owners 
of $100,000 per day. This oil field is 
on the outskirts of Oklahoma City.

AIDS HUPMOBILE 
TO ATTAIN SPEED 


DETROIT, Mich., April 12—A 
great many people have searched 
for years to find a stream of water 
that runs uphill Yet that is ex- 
actly what happens to the gasoline 
t>efore it reaches the carburetor 
and engine, according to Hupmo- 
iile engineers. 
Since the announcement three 
months ago of the big, 133 horse-

many inquiries have reached this 
manufacturer asking how its great 
power and speed of 90 miles an 
tour is obtained.

"The Hupmobile Model 'IF engine 
uses a double downdraf t carburetor 
aecause in engines of such great 
lorsepower this type of carburetor 
is more efficient. This type of 
carburetor makes possible the fill- 
ing of the combustion 
chambers 


with a greater amount of fuel than 
with the conventional updraft car- 
juretor. The brake horsepower of 
;his engine is increased from 12 


15 per cent 
because of 
the 
reater amount of fuel drawn into 
;he engine on the intake stroke 
of the piston, and because of the 
Increased intensity of the explosion 
and the greater amount of power 
developed per explosion.

Importance Of Oil Filter. 


The thin oil film between moving 


parts is really what protects the 
automobile engine against wear. 
This oil film is six times thinner 
than the page of a newspaper. It 
is kept clea n by the oil filter— 
the device through which the oil 
passes and is filtered. After 10,000 
miles of driving it is important to 
service the oil filter because after 
this mileage it becomes filled with 
as much as two pints of dirt, sludge, 
and other foreign matter taken 
from the oil, and ceases to function 
at highest efficiency in keeping the 
oil film clean. 


Modern Engine Requires Intense 


Spark. 


The modern engine demands the 
highest type of plug performance 
and an intense spark is essential for 
its operating 
efficiency. 
Perfect 


plug performance is 
important, 
whether it is obtained by cleaning 
and resetting the points or by buy- 
ing new plugs.

Doubtless the least surprised of the lot 
will be Jones himself. He knows too well the whims and 
caprices of chance to be impressed in advance with the po- 
tentialities of any given man at any time.

Be that as it will, Jones either 
will win this elusive title in 1930 or 
die in his spiked brogans. The 
British amateur championship for- 
merly was an Incident to him, just 
another bajor tournament in a 
career that was filled with them. 
This time, it is an event of para- 
mount importance ;a definite chal- 
lenge to his greatness because it is 
the only big title that has escaped 
his trophy bag. 
He, therefore, Is conducting him- 
self accordingly. Most of Jones' 
recent winters have been spent, 
first, in study and later in his law 
office, with eolf occupying an ob- 
scure backgrqunu to the exigent 
demands of business and family. 
He averaged less than a dozen 
rounds of golf through the winter 
months and often he had to play 
himself into scroiang form in the 
championship themselves. 
He is leaving nothing to chance 
this time. Everything, in fact, is 
being checked and certified against 
the so-called margin of error. 
Winter Game Stands Test. 
It is only the winter season, for 
instance, that has seen him play 
in two open championships, one of 
which he won by 13 strokes. The 
other he lost by a stroke to Horton 
Smith, each bettering par for four 
rounds bv an overwhelming major- 
ity. Jones thus has tested his game 
in the fire of competition and, in 
consequence, is further along in his 
preparation at this time than at 
any corresponding period within the 
last seven years.

he really sets his mind and heart. 
He gives that impression, anyhow, 


even when he is beaten. Johnny 
Farrell did it at Olympia Fields in 
the national open two years ago— 
but the innocent bystanders left the 
premise"

could have won that play-off match 
if he had cared to show a little 
more enthusiasm and a little less 
insouciance. Rightly or wrongly, he 
was suspected of having taken the 
issue all too casually.

N the illustration you see Bobby 
Jones' grip on the putter. The 


first thnig to remember in i,aking 
hold of the putter is that the grip 
is not tight, but only loose-enough 
to allow the wrists a free move- 
ment. 


The average golfer in starting 
out will grip the leather far down 
the club. This forces him to stoop 
over and consequently he loses con- 
trol of the shot and is far off line 
with the ball. 


Grip the club at the end of the 
stick with the left hand, put both 
arms well in toward the hips and 
swing back and forth in a straight 
line. 


Never roll the wrists. In rolling 
the wristc the blade is either early 
or late and the ball goes to the 
right or left of the cup. 


In the illustration of Alexa Stirl- 
ing she has adopted a style of put- 
ting, that is most natural to her, 
regardless of this her arms are 
well in to her sides and her wrists 
are free. 


Under no condition is she grip- 
ping the club low on the leather. 
Alexa bends over further than 
Jones, but the action of the stroke 
is the same. 


The next time you are off your 
putting walk right up to the ball 
and put your feet together, tap it 
with a loose and rather reckless 
stroke. Do this until the putter 
nearly falls out of your hands and

••7ENICE, Italy.—On tour)—Some 
V prominent citizens of this 
ancient city, including three gon- 
doliers, a pigeon feeder, two bar- 
tenders and a head waiter, have 
asked me to clear the fair name of 
the Bride of the Adriatic of the 
charge that Primo Camera was 
born on one of these canals. The 
Tall Tower of Gorgonzola is not a 
Venetian campanile and the local 
patriots I interviewed on the sub- 
ject want the world to know that 
Primo Camera is not a Venetian 
and never was one.

A FOREWORD 


By CHESTER HORTON 


Into my new feature—Good Golf—I have 
poured all my knowledge and experience 
garnered in a quarter cf a century as player 
and teacher. Since my college days at the 
University of Washington, in Seattle, and 
later at Northwestern University, in Evan- 
ston, Illinois—when I startled my university 
friends by announcing my intention cf be- 
coming a professional player and teacher of 
golf—I have been constantly a student and 
a teacher of the game of games. The in- 
stincts of the research student have never 
left me. And whether teaching golf on the 
practice field, or in the nets of my indoor 
school, I have studied ceaselessly the rules 
and principles that govern the flight of golf 
balls, the swing of the different clubs, the 
problems of placement, timing, rhythm, con- 
trol and the application of power to the 
stroke; the matters of leverage and the work 
of the hands, wrists, arms, feet, legs and 
body as these members affect golf—and the 
fine questions of psychology that occur and 
recur under the everchanging conditions of 
play. These have been at once my profession 
and my pleasure. Even in fiercely contested 
urofessional matches where hundreds—and 
on a few occasions—even thousands of. dol- 
lars depended upon a swing of the club I 
have caught myself weighing the intensely 
interesting problems of golf.

though the pupil mav foreet the word* of 
the in«tru<-t'vr after a lesson Is oersonal'iy 
ffiven. the lesson presented in Word and Pic- 
ture is alwavs at hand for the golf pupfl's 
reference and study.

N item given wide circulation 


and published only recently in 


western newspapers reads like this: 
"The first horse races were held 
in America as early as 1734 over 
the Sprlngdale course near Camden 
in South Carolina, but it was not 
until 1770 that the 
contestants 


were known to be thoroughbreds." 
The above statement is in line 


with a lot of similar "hocus pocus" 
found during the past year in many 
daily papers coming to the office 
of the writer and are the product 
of one or more half-baked indi- 
viduals. 
Certainly no well informed man 


would write the stuff we have been 
reading in recent months, all deal- 
ing with historical matters relating 
to the horse, or certain horses. 
Last fall we mentioned that silly 
story concerning the history of 
David C., 2:03%, fastest trotter yet 
bred in the state of Colorado. Later 
came the story of Lady Suffolk, 
2:29'/4, first trotter to gain a record 
as fast as 2:30. 
That story was exposed in a for- 


mer chapter of "Nebraska Horses 
and Horsemen,'" but since that 
time another equally as foolish 
story of Goldsmith Maid, 2:14 went 
the rounds of the daily press. It 
has been a cycle of imbecility. 


WT will be recalled by readers of 
JL The Star that Lady Suffolk still 
was racing after the announcement 
of her death had been published 
in "Porter's Spirit of The Times," 
first official paper of its kind in 
the United States. 
David C. was given credit with 


winning more races than he ever 
started in and his earnings exceed- 
ed those of any harness horse ever 
raced in this or any other country. 
And as to Goldsmith Maid, that 
mare was reported dying of pneu- 
monia during the very height of 
her racing career, when the facts 
are that the former champion trot- 
ter was retired to the farm owned 
by H. N. Smith, New Jersey, and 
before her death foaled two colts. 
Such are only a few of the high 
Igihts of recent turf journalism and 
they prove the amateurish nature 
of the men writing them. 


rMiHE item quoted at the opening 
Jl of this chapter gave 1734 as 
date of first horse racing in Ameri- 
ca. Eeplying to that statement, we 
desire saying that horse racing 
started nearly a hundred years 
prior to 1734, as the history of New 
York state tells us that "Racing 
began in America during the sum- 
mer of 1665, over a' course at 
Hempstead Plains, near New York 
City." 
That was about as early as 
American colonists could establish 
racing in New York state, as it 
was only during the preceding year 
(1664) that the Dutch surrendered 
New Netherlands to the English. 


The first governor of New York 


was named Nicolls. The track at 
New Mempstead was constructed 
under his direction nd the meet- 
ing of 1665 was given under his 
personal sanction. 
A 


ND that is not the only his- 


torical data that disclosed the 


inaccuracer of the recently pub- 
lished statement that racing start- 
ed In 1734, as horse racing actually 
was established in the colony of 
Virginia in 1677. That is a matter 
of history, also, and we also learn 
that following the season of 1677, 
racing became quite general in 
Virginia. 


Prom a book entitled "Early 


Horses of Virginia" and presented 
to the writer in 1878 by H. J. 
Harris, a veteran horseman living 
in Bureau county, 111., and also a 
relative of Ex-Gov. Shallenberger, 
we learn that "Fiom 1750 to 1770 
seems to have been a period of 
great prosperity in Virginia, plant- 
ers getting rich from their fine 
crops of cotton a^d tobacco." 


The work quoted from Wh us 
that 
the 
prosperity 
mentioned 


manifested itself strongly in the 
direction of so popular a sport as 
horse racing and in the breeding 
of horses suitable for racing. 


"When the Virginia planter found 
he had a handsome balance in 
London, subject to his draft, he at 
once ordered his factor to send him 
over the best racing stallion he 
could find," and that quotation re- 
ferred to a period of years begin- 
ning with 1750 to 1770, or the sea- 
sons of greatest prosperity in early 
Virginia history. 
S 


O far as the acquisition of thor- 
oughbred horses in the Ameri- 
can colonies was concerned it was 
an impossibility to purchase them 
in England, or elsewhere, for the 
very good reason that there were 
none to be had. 


While the English horse of 1650 


to 1700 was fairly well bred, his 
breeding was not established along 
lines such as are recognized today, 
or for that matter during a long 
period -following the prosperity re- 
ported as existing in Virginia. 
The early horse of England was 


improved by importation of Moorish 
stallions, or descendants of the 
Arab horse, but the breed was not 
established until long after racing 
was introduced into the American 
colonies. 


The very early American horse 


was largely of Spanish origin. Espe- 
cially was that true in the colonies 
located south of New Jersey. The 
Spanish horse was crossed with 
mares brought to America from 
Holland, France and England, and 
the produce of such breeding re- 
sulted in bringing into general use 
a non-descript sort of horse, rather 
small in stature, but able to en- 
dure hardship to a great degree. 


wN the Virginia Gazette, under 
M date of January 11, 1739, was 
published some historical matter 
which proves there were no Eng- 
lish race stallions in that colony 
and that racing was conducted on 
the handicap system, with size, not 
speed, the basis for said handicaps. 
That is the first recorded evidence 
of what may be called "Horse 
Size" as pertaining to racing. 
The first English 
race horse 


(stallion) 
advertised 
for public 


service in Virginia was ''Moreton's 
imported Traveler" and the year 
was 1751. Again, in 1752, the same 


stallion was again advertised for 
public service. 


From that date, the improve- 
ment of the Virginia horse began, 
with the industry seriously affected 
during the years of the Revolu- 
tionary war. 


The first English race horses im- 
ported to New York and New Jer- 
sey came over in 1750. which was 
doubtless the season Traveler wai 
imported into Virginia. 


rwtHE first horse imported to 
M America that might claim any 
trace to the horse celebrated in 
poetry and song—the Arab—was 
named Bashaw, brought from 
Morocco to Long Island in 1798, 
which was more than 100 years 
after racing was established in the 
state of New York. 


We have been writing 
oX the 
"Colonies," but history teaches us 
that norses were first brought to 
this continent as early as 1602, 
-when a colony of French settled at 
Port Royal, Nova Scotia. 


That antedates the importations 
to Virginia several years and oc- 
curred five years before the first 
settlement at Jamestown. 


From the original stock imported 


to Nova Scotia came the pacing 
horse of Canada, better known in 
later years as the "Canuck Horse," 
a hardy breed that was well re- 
garded in New England for a long 
period. 


From Nova Scotia, the French 


horse was introduced into Prince 
Edward's Island, New Brunswick 
and New England. An early num- 
ber of "Wallace's Monthly" tells us 
something of the early horse-his- 
tory of the maritime provinces of 
Canada and of the etirly shipment 
of native horses to Bangor, Maine 
and Boston, Mass. 
K 


is advisable at this time to 


taie that many high-class trot- 
ters .bred in the United States 
traced to the Canadian bred pac- 
ing horse, notably those whose 
pedigrees to go Pilot Jr., 12, sire of 
the dams of such noted trotters 
as Maud S., 2:08%, and Jay Eye 
See, 2:10, the former world's cham- 
pion, with Jay Eye See the first 
trotter to gain a record of 2:10. 


Every trotter or pacer bred or 


owned in Nebraska that traced, or 
traces, to Peter The Great, 2:07%, 
carries a portion of the blood of 
Pilot Jr., 12, son of Pacing Pilot, a 
Canadian-bred stallion. 


That* is likewise true of every 


trotting-brgd horse ever owned in 
this state tracing to Nutwood, 
2:18%, the dam of which was sired 
by Pilot Jr. Included in the list 
of descendants of Nutwood are 
Columbia Fire, p., 2:04%; Last At 
Law, p., 2:06%, and scores of other 
well known horses bred in this 
state. 


WN The Star of March 30 was 
M published an item relating to 
"Billy" Stantz and Stanley Weeks 
and that mention brought a letter 
from W. T. Parkinson of-Pawnee 
City, a man associated with lairs 
in Nebraska many years and now 
a member of the Nebraska state 
fair board. 
"I enjoy reading your contribu- 


tions to The Sunday Star," writes 
Mr. Parkinson, "and noticed your 
mention of "Billy7 Stantz in a re- 
cent issue. Have you forgotten that 
interesting race at 
Stromsburg, 


Neb., Oct. 19, 1908, between S. -S. 
All and Queen of The West, an 
event that created much excite- 
ment at the time? 
"S. S. All, owned at Stromsburg, 


had a record of 3:12% at to* time 
and was driven by Stantz. Queen 
of The West, bred and owned in 
York, was driven by Bud Smith, a 
son of Tom Smith, ex-warden of 
the state penitentiary. 'BlUy" Is 
dead, but Bud is head of the horse 
and mule market at the South 
Omaha stock yards. 


"There was much betting on the 
race and the report was current 
that at the end of the third heat 
the men from York were unable 
to continue betting as their money 
was all up on Queen of The West. 


"The contest went five heats and 
was paced over a very slow and 
heavy track. The time was slow, 
but that was due to the condition 
of the track, a hurriedly construct- 
ed affair made in a wheat field 
and nardly safe for racing. Queen 
of The West won, after 3.^ All 
finished first in two neats. The 
fastest mile was paced in 2:18, 
tffafr being the first of the race, 
and won by S. S. All by a bead. 
I do not know the amount of 
r.7ney changing hands that after- 
noon, but that it was conslderble 
I feel certain." 


MMR. PARKINSON also refers to 
ITU a day's racing at Hastings, 
Neb., in the summer of 1900 when 
Galtama, p., 2:14%, owned by Ed 
Means of Orleans, won the first 
heat of the 2:12 pace in the re- 
markable time (at that date) of 
2:14%, which was within a half- 
second of the state record for 
pacers over a half-mile track. 


The event was won by Schermer- 


horn at the end of the seventh 
heat. That same afternoon Tootsy 
R. won the 2:45 trot, with the 
fastest mile in 2:29yt, one of the 
contestants 
being 
Trapetta, by 
Trappist, later dam of Columbia 
Fire, Last At Law, Western Flyer 
and other fast horses. 


The class for 2:30 trotters was 


won by Colonel Woodline, a horse 
raced at Lincoln several' seasons, 
and that event went six heats. 
The pacing gelding Fred H., bred 
at Hooper, Neb., and trained by 
Jim Young, colored, paced an ex- 
hibition half-mile one day during 
the Hastings meetings in 1:05%, a 
performance that had every one 
talking about it. 


E of the most gruelling races 
I ever saw in Nebraska," adds 


Mr. Parkinson, "was at Tecumseh 
in 1905 and that was a pacing 
event. The contestants were Barney 
L., 2:08%; Jackmont, 2:10%; Fred 
H., 2:12%, and S. S. All, 2:06%, 
the records named being gained 
later by the horses mentioned. 


Barney L., won the event, Jack- 
mont gaining second money and 
Fred H., third. The fastest mile 
was paced in 2:14%, but it was not 
the time we were all interested in 
that afternoon. It was the contest 
as the three leading pacers were .it 
the wire each heat so close to- 
gether that only the judges were 
able to place them. They finished 
those miles as though hooked 
abreast and the excitement was 
pronounced. I do not recall where 
S. S. All finished, but he was never 
a factor in the race."

Parkinson, raced extensively 
that season, starting in 21 races 
and never being outside the money. 
He won all but three of his starts 
that year and was given by Walter 
Brittcuficlu of Wichita, now train-

Shift Tires To Save Wear. 
Tires will last much longer if the 


rear one te switched to the front 
and vice versa every few thousand 
miles. As the rear tires get most 
of the wear, this evens things up. 


Worth Remembering. 


The risk of a bad skid is con- 
siderably lessened by putting on the 
brake with the engine in gear. This 
greatly tends to reduce skidding or 
swerving in the event that the 
brakes are out of adjustment. 


Smooth Biding In Light Car. 
The riding quality of a light car 


is improved by keeping the gaso- 
line tank filled to capacity. Gaso- 
line weighs in the vicinity of six 
pounds to the gallon, and the more 
pounds in the rear of the car, the 
more effective the weight distribu- 
tion. 


Periodic Adjustments Necessary 


To Car. 


It is not wear alone that makes 
periodic adjustments necessary. 
Changes in seasons impose differ- 
ent duties upon various parts of the 
car. 
Vibration causes 
looseness. 


Dirt leads to diminished efficiency. 
The beginning point in proper tun- 
Ing is the carburetion and ignition 
systems. 
If these were inspected 


every three months and cleaned and 
adjusted as inspectors revealed it 
necessary, the owner of a modern 
car rarely would know such a thing

Avoid the use of highly inflam- 


mable fluids as much as possible 
when cleaning the car in a closed 
garage. Fire hazards are greatly 
increased whe n these liquids are 
left in open containers. 


A leaner carburetor mixture is 


now seasonable, not only from the 
standpoint of better performance of 
the engine, but also for fuel econ- 
omy. 
The carburetor mixture can 


be close to 14 to 1 or 16 to 1 in the 
average car. 


The first requirement forxthe ideal 
care of the car is proper lubrica- 
tion. If the motorist is the kind 
who enjoys workhv tround the car, 
understands lubricants and lubrica- 
tion, and does not let anything in- 
terfere with the regular accomplish- 
ment of the task, then he can do it 
for himself. It is simple enough in 
modern cars.

HE island of San Domin- 


go, the west one-third 


of which is occupied by the 
republic of Haiti, is the sec- 
ond largest in the West In- 
dian group and was the seat 
of the first organized gov- 
ernment set up by white men 
in the western hemisphere. 
On it also, in the old cathedral 
at Santo Domingo, repose the 
bones of Christopher Colum- 
bus, who gave to mankind a 
new world, and who on this 
veiy island was cast into 
chains and carried back to 
Spain. 
It is a beautiful, 


mountainous island, whose 
soil, for productiveness, can- 
not be excelled on the entire 
globe; yet the vast preponder- 
ance of its people live in 
squalor and its history is 
written in blood. 


Since 1915 Haiti has been practic- 


ally governed by the United States 
and evidences of this 
fact 
are 


quickly discernible. As soon as one 
disembarks from his ship he is 
greeted by dozens of automobile 
drivers, anxious to carry him about 
the city, into the country or any- 
where he may desire to go. And in 
this connection one is reminded of 
the fact that at the time of inter- 
vention there were only two or 
three motor cars in the 
entire 


country and that there was no place 
for them to go, forthere were no 
roads outside of Port au Prince and 
the few other cities on the coast 
Now there are no less than 3,000 
cars, hundreds of trucks and many 
motorbuses, the. la'tter .being engag- 
ed in Interurban traffic. There are 
many hundreds of miles of good 
roads and the system is being added 
1 • con:, :antly. All these vehicles 
come from the United States and 
riost of them had- seen service be- 
fore being sent to'the island. 
Port au Prince, the capital of Haiti 


and its principal city, was laid out 
by the French in 1749 and 
the 


streets are wide and regular. Those 
in the business section are • paved 
and clean, in distinct contrast to 
those in the poorer residence por- 
tion of the city, which are without 
even sidewalks and are very rough 
and steep. There the habitations 
are mere shacks or huts, but the 
people are kindly, good natured and 
courteous. Nearly every one of the 
little homes has the Haitian 
flag 


fluttering from a small staff nailed 
to the door or window sill and some 
of them display two of the 
em- 


blems. 


Fine Business Section. 


Haiti has been referred to as "Af- 


rica's eldest daughter/' it being the 
first state composed of and gov- 
erned by Africans outside the Dark 
continent, and it is entirely differ- 
ent from anything else to be found 
in this hemisphere, roceeding up 
the main thoroughfare of Port au 
Prince, one is impressed with the 
sightliness of many of the business 
structures, and the orderliness in 
which traffic and commerce are 


cated the government buildings, the 
Palais National (capital) , treasury 
department gendarmerie headquar- 
ters, general hospital and others. 
All are beautiful white structures of 
impressive appearance.

plaza are also to be seen bron/e 
busts of Toussaint 1'Overture, Des- 
salines, Petion and others whose 
names will ever live in Haitian his- 
tory, each being mounted on line 
pedestals. 
\ 
Discovered By Columbus. 


The island now known as San 


Domingo was discovered by Colum- 
bus on December 6, 1492, on the 
evening of which day he entered the 
harbor of Mole St. Nicholas. On the 
twelfth day of the same month, at 
a bay on the north coast he took 
possession in the name of his sov- 
ereiens and named the island His- 
paniola. At that time there were on 
this beautiful isle aborigines esti- 
mated to number a million. They 
were of the Arawak tribe, gentle, 
tractable and 
guileless, as dis- 


tinguish from the Caribs, who occu- 
pied the smaller islands, and who 
were fierce and warlike and reputed 
to be cannibals." 


While cruising along the coast the 


Santa Maria, flagship of the ad-4 
miral, was wrecked, and with his 
one remaining small vessel he re- 
turned to Spain. In the meantime, 
however, he had come in contact 
with the natives and these assisted 
him in salvaging his possessions 
from the wrecked ship and in build- 
ing a fort from the wreckage. He 
left thirty-eight men in charge, but 
when he returned in November, 
1493, with fourteen caravels and 1,500 
adventurers, every member of the 
garrison had been slain. The men 
had treated the natives with such 
brutality that, the latter had arisen 
and exterminated the ones who had 
so abused their hospitality. 


Slaves From Africa. 


That was the beginning of the 


end of the millions of Arawaks and 
Caribs Who had peopled the West 
Indies. The Spaniards who came 
over did not come to work, but to 
exploit islands which they believed 
to be teeming with gold and other 
riches. They were adventurers and 
within fifteen 
years after they 


landed on Hispaniola, the million 
Arawaks who had happily occupied 
it were, by Spanish cruelty, reduced 
to 60,000, and in a few years all 
were gone. Then began the Impor- 
tation of natives from the Bahamas, 
which were also in a few years de- 
populated. Slaves being in still 
greater demand following the intro- 
duction of sugar- cane from the can- 
aries in 1506, negroes were imported 
from Africa in great numbers,, and 
it is 'the descendants of these un- 
willing immigrants who now people 
Haiti, the population of which, Is 
estimated at 
2,500,000. 
Probably 


20,000 of these* are of mixed blood. 
The buccaneers, who lor more 


than a century scourged the south- 
ern seas and laid heavy tribute 
upon the possessions and commerce 
of Spain, had their origin upon the 
little island of Tortuga, lying off the 
north coast of Haiti and now a part 
of that republic. Disregarding the 
pretensions of Spain to ownership 
of the new -world, English and 
French adventurers had in 1625 
taken, possession of the small island 
of St. Christopher, whence they 
were driven by a Spanish fleet in 
1629. Some of them made their way 
in small boats to Tortuga, where 
they were later joined by a number 
of Dutch, who had been expelled 
from Santa Cruz. These spent their 
time in hunting the wild cattle, 
which roamed on San Domingo and 
in cultivating food crops and to- 
bacco. They became known as "bou- 
caniers" from their habit of curing 
their meats over small fires of green 
wood and leaves known as "bou- 
cans.' They molested no one, but 
they were repeatedly attacked by 


scene in the person of JToussaint 
1'Overture. Born a slave, of slave 
parents, he was not only a real sold- 
ier, 
but a man of extraordinary 


political sagacity. Ks had acquired 
the rudiments of an education and 
had had considerable militar-' ex- 
perience. On August 29, 1793, he is- 
sued a proclamation calling upon 
his fellows to join him in avenging 
their wrongs and establishing lib- 
erty and equality. They did so and 
in the course of time, through his 
diplomacy and military genius Tous- 
saint not only succeeded in expel- 
ling the English, but in sending all 
the 
influential whites 
back to 


France and the former slave was in 
complete control of the country. 


The year 1800 had rolled around 
before this was accomplished,' and 
then it was found that the mulat- 
toes were raising trouble. Many of 
them were wealthy and had owned 
large estates and many slaves. They 
were loath to serve under a black. 
But Toussaint sent General Dessa- 
lines into the southern provinces 'to 
bring them to time and he killed no 
less than 10,000 men, women and 
children.

dom the blacks had refused to work,

being patrolled, some of them by 
taskmasters as cruel as had been 
the French.

End of Toussaint. 
In the meantime, however, Nap- 


oleon had reached his zenith and he 
wanted San Domingo as a base for 
his western ventures. So he sent an 
expedition of fifty-four vessels and 
20,000 soldisrs under his brother-in- 
law. General Leclerc, which reached 
Haiti in January, 1802. Orders were 
that Toussaint and all other blacks 
of standing 
were to be sent to 
France, with honor if they went 
peacefully, in chains If they object- 
ed. By subterfuge and deceit, with 
pretense of friendliness, Toussaint 
was inveigled onto a French ship, 
where he was seized and sent to 
France, where he languished and 
died in a dungeon. 
Until November 19, 1803, the 


French sought to subdue the blacks 
and in the attempt lost approxi- 
mately 40,000 soldiers, yellow fever 
greatly aiding in the eradication of 
the army. Leclerc himself died of 
this disease and the French finally 
sailed out, only to be captured by 
an English squadron which lay in 
waiting and taken as prisoners of 
war to Jamaica. The independence 
of Haiti was proclaimed by Dessa- 
lines, Christophe and Clervaux on 
November 29,1803, it being the first 
independent nation established 
in 


the western hemisphere after 
the 


United States. . 
Jean Jaques Dessalines was pro- 


claimed governor general for 
life 
with power to appoint his successor, 
but he was not a Toussaint and was 
unfitted temperamentally for the 
place. He had been an insubordin- 
ate slave and he often exhibited tha 
marks he carried as a result of his 
insubordination. To him any white 
man, and particularly a Frenchman, 
was an abomination. He professed 
friendliness, however, and issued a 
proclamation inviting all whites to 
gather at a certain place and re- 
ceive tickets of protection. Many 
hundreds gathered and were merci- 
lessly butchered, 
claimed 
himself 


Later he 
emperor 


pro- 
and 


promulgated a new constitution pro- 
hibiting whites from owning prop- 
erty of any kind. Failure to work on 
plantations was punished with the 
utmost cruelty. 
The tyranny of Dessalines became 


so terrible that a revolt started in 
the south under Petion and the em- 
peror, with a few officers, coming 
in contact with the rebel army rode 
forward to demand why he was not 
saluted. He was shot to death by a 
noncommissioned officer and 
his 


body lay on the road for hours be- 
fore it 
was buried by a 
negro 


woman. 
Two remarkable men 
followed 
Dessalines, Henri Christophe estab. 
lished the state of Haiti in the north 


and Petion the republic of Haiti in 
the south. The former was a pure- 
blooded negro, born a slave. Chris- 
ophe was one of 800 recruits from 
his island who assisted the Amer- 
icans at the battle' of Savannah, 
after which he returned to his home. 
He could neither read nor write, but 
gained much book knowledge 
by 


having a secretary read to him. His 
rule was brutal, but efficient. Petion 
was highly educated and had served 
with distinction as an officer in the 
French army. He was head' of the 
republic from 1806 until 1818, during 
which time he 
greatly endeared 


himself to his people. Owing to the 
gentleness of his rule, many of the 
inhabitants came into the republic 
from the state, where the cruelty of 
Christophe had become almost equal 
to that of Dessalines. 
Assists Bolivar. 


Simon Bolivar, the liberator 
of 


South America, twice visited Petion, 
who supplied him with arms and 
money, thus making it possible for 
him to win the freedom of his na- 
tive land. In recognition of these 
services Bolivar presented him with 
a sword of gold. In retiring Petion 
appointed as his successor, Jean 
Pierre Boyer, who had been his 
lieutenant. 


Christophe had himself in 1811 
proclaimed Henri I, king of Haiti, 
with unlimited powers. He brought 
men of science from Europe, built 
fortifications and established some

The old proverb, "AU that glitters 
is. not Jgoid," can be applied with 
much significance to alfalfa seed. 
While one should not belittle, good 
appearance, in making a purchase 
of seed of whatever kind, there are 
other qualities which may be even 
still more important. This Is especi- 
ally true of alfalfa seed. A consider- 
able portion of the alfalfa seed 
found on the market has all the 
qualities which please the eye, such 
as purity, plumpness, bright color, 
etc.: but which is totally unfit for 
seeding purposes in Nebraska. This 
is because seed of the* common va- 
riety of alfalfa varies greatly in its 
ability to produce winter hardy 
plants. 
Nebraska's alfalfa 
acreage has 
been reduced considerably in the 
last few years principally because 
much of this good-looking but un- 
hardy seed has bees sown. A part 
of this unhardy seed has come from 
foreign countries, having been im- 


eral government, are known as 
"Verified Origin Dealers," and they 
alone are permitted to use these 
tags. By tracing shipments of seed, 
and by requiring the verified dealer 
to keep certain prescribed records 
available for inspection, the federal 
inspectors are enabled to keep ac- 
curate check on all seed handled by 
these dealers. Hequiring each veri- 
fied dealer to handle no other al- 
falfa seed than that of verified 
origin, the proper use of the Veri- 
fied tags is still further insured. 
Must Keep Records.

this for obvious reasons, while 
others haye not made 
themselves 
eligible by agreeing to keep the pre- 
scribed records which are very es- 
sential.

A<; already pointed out, there is 
probablv a limited amount of such 
seed produced on comparatively new 
stands which may have been seeded 
to an unhardy strain, and which 
have not grov:n long enough to 
prove their relative hardiness. One 
should not conclude from this that 
seed from new stands is necessarily 
less hardy than that from . old 
stands. The age of the field is not 
the criterion to go by but rather 
the kind of seed used for planting 
the field. If the history of the seed 
used for planting such new fields 
is not known, then one should hesi- 
tate before takinE a chance with 
sed produced from it. 
Danger Of Weed Seed. 
One of the problems connected 
with the Durchase of seed direct 
from the individual grower, is that 
the latter ordinarilv does not have 
facilities for the proper cleaning of 
alfalfa seed, and often times where 
many weed seeds are present these 
are oassed on to the purchaser to 
further infect his fields. 
Should 
such seed contain noxous weed seed, 
it is esoedally serious. Before one 
buvs alfalfa .seed of any kind it is 
important to investigate the amount 
and kind of weed seed, as well as 
the amount of sweet clover seed 
nresent.

He created a court with all 
sorts of nobles and built two of the 
most remarkable structures in the 
western hemispere. One was his pal- 
ace, San Souci, and the other was a 
citadel, which still stands. The pal- 
ace, the equal of any in Europe for 
size and grandeur, is described as 
an architectural monstrosity. 
The 


citadel is on the summit of a moun- 
tain 2,600 feet above the sea. The 
walls are 140 feet high and the main 
' gun corridor is 270 feet long. 
The 
average number of floors is four. 
There are 100 pieces of artillery. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 
lives of 20,000 peasants were sacri- 
ficed in building this structure it 
was never occupied. 
On account of the cruelty cf 


Christophe the country was seeth- 
ing with revolt when in 1820 he 
suffered a paralytic stroke. A revo- 
lution soon started and as the rebel 
troops wore advancing upon the 
palace the king endeavored to mount 
his horse to go out with his army 
to meet them. He fell in the mud 
and was carried back into the pal- 
ace, where he shot himself. 


Ruled Twenty-Five Years. 


Boyer was elected as chief of the 
state in 1818 and ruled for twenty- 
five years. In 1843 there was a revolt 
and he resigned and sailed for Ja- 
maica,. He 
was succeeded by 
Charles Herrard, who lasted only a 
year, a revolution putting Philippe 
Guerrier in power. He died within 
eleven months and his successor, 
Louis Pierrot, was retired in eleven, 
months. Then Jean Baptiste Riche 
was declared president. He died in 
less than a year after his election. 
It might be stated that during; his 
terms Boyer had consolidated the 
state and the republic. 
_ 
The next president was Gen. 
Faustin Soloque, ignorant and su- 
perstitious, placed at the head of 
the government by those who hoped 
to use him. He disappointed them, 
for he was as vain and obstinate as 
he was ignorant- He caused a mas- 
sacre of the mulattoes and on Au- 
gust 26, 1849, he declared himself 
Emperor Faustin I, the later cere- 
monies being much more elaborate 
than had been those of Cbrisiophe. 
The costumes of the courtiers were 
dazzling and the imperial crown is 
said to have cost near to $150,000. 
The emperor made war against the 
Dominican 
republic and 
Daniel 
Webster, then secretary of state, 
remonstrated 
threateningly, caus- 
ing cessation of hostilities. Faustin 
was overthrown in an insurrection 
led by Gen. Febre Jeffrard, and 
went to Jamaica. 
Jeffrard was president from 1858 


until 1867, when he was succeeded 
by Sylvain Salnave, who had led a 
revolution. Following a revolt in 
1869 he was tied to a pole in the 
ruins of his castle and shot. 
Many Revolutions. 


From 1869 to 1908 eight presi- 
dents were elected to serve seven 
years each and not one finished his 
term. One died and the others 
were driven from office by revolu- 
tions. Within in the next six and 
a half years seven were elected and 
deposed. One of these was blown 
up in the national palace, one'died 
by poison and one was butchered 
and torn to pieces by a mob. This 
latter incident occurred in 1915, 
and it was then that the United 
States interposed. Haiti being in a 
state of .financial, political and 
moral bankruptcy. 
The finances of the country were 
in a terrible condition and there 
had been a deplorable scandal in 
connection with the national bank, 
necessitating the reorganization of 
that institution. The republic was 
head over heels in debt and graft 
existed on every hand. Politicians 
were apparently bent on collecting 
all of the revenue possible and 
keeping it for themselves. Hence 
the interminable revolutions- 
The instruments used in these 
revolutions were bands of peasants 
inhabiting the hills in the 
north

were known as "cacos" and when

poor, old and young, humble and proud, and under 
the spell of the eloquence and wisdom which pours 
from Papa Juan's lips petty jealousies and feuds are 
forgotten. Without Skinner, of course, "Papa Juan" 
could not be expected, to interest an audience five 
minutes. It is devoid of action and has such a re- 
moteness from life today that it would hold the at- 


tion which is being directed to the birthday anniver- 
sary of Thomas Jefferson. The third president of the 
United States was born 187 years ago today on the 
old homestead at Shadwell, Albemarie county, Vir- 
ginia, near the town of Charlotteville. 
He is best 


known, perhaps, for his unswerving devotion to hu- 
man rights and his fierce championship of the in- 
dividual but it was this "infidel" as Jefferson was de- 
scribed during the heat of a presidential campaign 
who promulgated the principle which has been re- 
sponsible for religious amity and good will in the 
United States. 


So on the eve of services commemorating the most 


significant season of Christianity, it should be re- 
membered that Jefferson was the author of what is 
known as the Virginia statute on religious freedom: 
It was adopted after the most bitter and savage fight 
in Jefferson's long political caree* but serving as a 
model for tolerance and liberty it undoubtedly spared 
America many of the pressing problems resulting 
from religious differences. 


It reads as follows: 


"No man shall be compelled to frequent or sup- 
port any religious worship, ministry, ,or place 
whatsoever nor shall be enforced, restrained, mo- 
lested or burdened in his body or goods; nor shall 
otherwise sutfer on account of his religious opin- 
ion or belief; but all men shall be free to profess, 
and by argument to maintain their opinion in 
matters of religion; and the same shall in no wise 
diminish, enlarge, or affect their capacities." 
That is the foundation of religious accord and 


unity in America today. It has been the spirit, grow- 
ing out of this wise pronouncement, which has en- 
abled devoted followers of many creeds, to live peace- 
fully Bide by side, to share the same objectives, to 
join in unified efforts to promote spiritual progress in 
America. It was essential in a hetrogeneous country 
embracing peoples from many countries, representing 
many faiths and beliefs. 
Even in this somewhat

It was not solely in the matter of religion that 


Thomas Jefferson made a great contribution to 
American life, although he was called an infidel and 
a non-believer. 


He was the greatest student of government pro- 


He had a true conception of the 
democratic state, and throughout his life labored to 
restrain the organized agencies of society from en- 
croaching upon the individual. His influence in this

A PROBLEM FOR ENGINEERS. 


In his address before the American Society of Me- 


chanical Engineers during the past week President ' 
Hoover directed attention to one of the most im- 
portant problems facing society at this time. In ef- 
fect the president said to the members of the organ- 
ization which had just honored him: 


"If you are going to continue interminably produc- 
ing inventions and improvements calculated to de- 
prive men of work, you are in duty bound to provide 
means of furnishing these men with other employ- 
ment." 


It is a fact demonstrated that in the course of time 


adjustments follow all great industrial changes, but 
it is also true that until such adjustments take place 
there are apt to be periods of hardship and privation 
for many people. These are of greater or lesser dur- 
ation, according to circumstances, but they have al- 
most always occurred in the past, and it seems that 
they must in the future, unless some way is found 
of obviating them. It was this problem which Mr. 
Hoover lefid before his fellow engineers. 


The invention of the steam shovel would have 


deprived thousands of laborers of employment, had 
it not been for the fact that there has been so much 
more excavation, since it came into use that most of 
these men have been thereby kept busy. Time was 
when practically all coal mining was done with the 
hand pick. Now there are pneumatic drills and other 
appliances enabling one man to produce as much coal 
as a dozen could mine in the past. True, more coal 
per capita was used, but now, on account of the wide 
consumption of fuel oil and for other reasons, for 
which science is responsible, the tendency is the other 
way, and the coal industry is tremendously 
over- 


manned. Work must be found for the men who are 
no longer able to make a living in the mines. 


Motor transportation has crippled the railroads in 


one direction, but this has been compensated for in 
others, as what has bc«n lost in passenger tra'ffic has 
been made up for in freight. Furthermore, thous- 
ands of men have found employment in the automo- 
bile factories, and thousands of others are now gain- 
ing a livelihood in the various branches of the aerial 
transportation business. Then, too, radio is furnish-

If a machine is going 
to deprive a man of his job there must be something 
else for him to do. Of course another invention may 
provide him with employment within a few years, but 
what is he to do in the meantime? 


That is the question Mr. Hoover put up to the en- 


gineers. 


after his death. With the 
constant expansion of 


government, with the continuous increase in office- 
holders, with the mounting burden of taxation, large 
portions of the American people are appreciating 
more each day that profound wisdom underlay his 
significant warning against too much government. 


Jefferson's conception • of a virile people was one 


which was free to develop its own initiative, to learn 
through hard experience the dangers and the penal- 
ties of wrong living, to gain strength in overcoming 
hardships and adversities. He saw man, as his own 
master, who rcust suffer for his sins and his harm- 
ful acts, and who should profit through his- virtues. 
He could reach more lofty summits only through 
passing over the dark canyons and the treacherous 
pitfalls of the lower slopes. No amount of study or 
culture, and Jefferson was one of the greatest schol- 
ars cf his dsy. ever altered his outlook on life. He 
drew knowledge from the laws of nature and lie be- 
lieved they most nearly insured human happiness. 


One thing more we need to take from Jefferson. He 


had unshakeable faith in the masses and in their 
capacity to govern themselves. He believed they were 
just, that they could be depended upon to strike an 
honest and fair i^.aiye in spite of temporary mis- 
takes. At a time when so much apprehension and 
contempt is being expressed for mass judgment it 
would be well to remember that the record since the 
founding days confirms his faitb. 


In his introduction to the letters of Jefferson. J. G. 


Hamilton of University of North Carolina pays this 
eloquent tribute to the man, whose birthday anniver- 
sary Is being observed today: 


In his letters will be found a great deal which 


will reveal the man Jefferson—a thoroughly hu- 
man, tolerant, likable and lovable person: shy. 
scnsitnr and rr.Tivcd. but affectionate and gen- 
erally beloved by all with whom he came in close 
contact.

One might, perhaps, better say 
radicalism, but for the connotation in the word 
of illiberality and intolerance which were foreign 
to Jefferson's nature, except on one subject. In 
defense cf the nehls of the individual, he was 
intoler.-.nt. ckmously so. and in the • battle for 
them he neither asked nor cave quarter.

interpreter of Dickens becase he is 
one great modem who inherits the 
spirit of that master. Chesterton 
shows how Manor farm, at Dingley 
Dell, and its rustic inhabitants were 
made to glow and burn in the fur- 
nace of vital joy which flamed in 
the heart of the Victorian novelist. 
The same observation holds true of 
Dlrkens' "A Christmas Carol." The 
real beauty and Messing of the story 
do not lie in its mechanical plot, but 
in the temper o. its author. The 
outcome converts us because it is 
impelled and sustained by a quality 
of life which too many contempo- 
rary writers either ignore or deny. 
Hence, the anaemic quality of their 
festival literature.

of geology at University of Kansas 
and Kansas state gelogist, will speak 
before the Nebraska chapter of Sig- 
ma Xi Tuesday evening in Temple 
theater on "The Grand Canyon of 
Colorado."
